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SecrioN 10,0 Tt shall be the duty ol one of the members of
said hoard, to he designated by said board, to appear in person
before a joint sesston of the legislature, held on the first Tuesday
in February, 1913, at twelve o'clock noon, and at noon of each
legislative day thereafter until sueh joint session shall, by vote,
Le adjourned sine die, and then and there to answer orally any
question submitted in writing, not less than three days before,
by any member of the legislature regarding the board of public
affairs and its work.

SecTION 20. The jurisdiction of the governor and attorney-
general imposed and conferred by section 159 of the statutes, and
the jurisdiction imposed and conferred upon the governor by
section 169g of the statutes, are impesed and conferred upon the
board of public affairs as ereated by this act during the period of
its existence.

SEctioN 21, The jurisdiction of any public body relating to
the employment of accountants in the examination of its ac-
counts is hereby imposed and ccnferred upon the board of pub-
lic affairs during the period of its existence. ‘

SecTioN 22, Any person violating any of the provisions of
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con-
viction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of nct less then ten
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment
in the county jail for not more than three montls.

SEcTiON 23. A sum sufficient to carry out the previsions of
this act, but not to exceed thirty thousand dollavs, is hereby ap-
propriated out of any money in the treasury rot otherwise ap-
propriated.

Section 24. This act shall take effect and he in foree from and
after its passage and publication,

No. 54, S.] [ Puhlished July 8, 1911,
CHAPTER 584.

AN ACT to amend secticn 8m of chapter 399 of the laws of 1907,
amending chapter 91, laws of 1897, providing for the appoint-
ment of several deputy clerks for the municipal court of the
eastern district of the county of Waukesha.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, v proscrted in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 1. Section 8m of chapter 3499 of the laws of 1907,
amending chapter 91, laws of 1897, is amended to read:  Seetion
8m. Said judge may also appoint in writing, with the approval
of the county board, a deputy clerk for the * * * incor-
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porated villages of Eagle, Mukwonago, and Mcenomonee Falls
and for the * * * town of Mushego * * * | vithin
said municipal district, to holl his office in the village or town
for which he is so appointed. during the pleasure of said judge.
Bach of said # * * ¢lerks shall be and hereby is anthorized
to examine all persons applyving for warrants and any uwitnesses
produced by them, and may reduee their examinations to writ-
ing and file the same, and to issue warrants thereon, which war-
rants shall be returnable hefore said municipal court at the
court house in the ecity of Waukesha. ach of said deputy
clerks authorized in this act shall, hefore cntering upon the dis-
charge of his duties, take and subseribe the oath * * ¢ re
quired by section 8 of said chapter 91 of the laws of 1897, and
also give a bond, as in said scction 8 required, in the sum of twe
hundred fifty dollars, to be approved by the judge of savd muni-
cipal court. Each of said deputy clerks shall receive as full
compensation for his services, the sum of * * * {en cents

suid maunicipal courl shall certify to have been necessarily done,
and twenly-five conts for cach warrant issued by him; his bill
therefor, after having been certified by the judge, to be audited
by the county board and paid out of the county treasury. which
said sumn is to be taxed and allowed in each * * ¥ case as
costs of the action. Depuly sheriffs tn the several tncorporated
villages and lowns in which there ts no tncorporated willage arc
anthorized and cmpowercd fo crceute warrants issued by said
